Prohibition against reassignment of
claims by providers and suppliers. The
Health Care Financing Administration
proposes to prohibit, except in specified
situations, a provider, a physician, or
other supplier of services from reassign-
ing claims for Medicare reimbursement.
A provider who violates this prohibition
would be subject to termination of the
provider agreement; a physician or other
supplier would be subject to revocation
of the right to receive assignment from
Medicare beneficiaries. The proposal
would also deter physicians and other
suppliers from violating their assignment
agreement (chiefly their agreement to ac-
cept the reasonable charge) by making
the administrative sanctions conform
with those that apply to situations in-
volving prohibited reassignments.

End stage remal disease program. No-
tice is given of a decision by the Health
Care Financing Administration to im-
plement the End Stage Renal Disease
(ESRD) Amendments of 1978.
